What's the safest way to build a 
campfire In a heavily wooded 
area? B. U. 


I like to build my fire near 


the banks of a lake or stream 
so there's plenty of water handy 
n case of emergency. If you 
can't find a sandy or rocky area 
:or the fire you'll have to 
prepare a spot so the blaza 
won't spread. If there is turf, 
try to remove it in strips so it 
can be replaced later. 


In a pine wood where the 


ground may be covered with 
duff you'll have to dig down to 
dirt before you can build a fire 
safely. Clear an area at least a 
couple of feet larger than you 
expect your fire to cover. Dig a 
trench or pit for the fire or 
build a fireplace 
of stones. 


Never leave the fire unattended, 
and when you are 
through, 


drown it with water, stir it 
thoroughly, and drown it again. 


Don't replace the sod or the 


duff until you are absolutely 
sure that the fire has been out 
for some time.

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The Moral Challenge 
Of Social Change

Every social change presents a threat to man. 


Consequently, every social change presents a moral 
challenge to man. The moral challenge can be stated 
simply as the challenge to 
see that adjustments to the 
change are made in a way 
that minimizes human mis- 
ery and maximizes the 
sense of human dignity and 
the possibility for the con- 
tinued creative growth of 
all individuals.

For the most part so- jtfH^^-^iMBv J 


cial change goes along at 
a pretty reasonable rate. 
There are times, however, 
when the nature of the so- 
cial change is such that the 
threat to man can be 
frightening and the moral

challenge readies heroic proportions. The Industrial 
Revolution was such a time. The threats to man 
were immense. Rapid social change threatened man's 
self identity. Unchecked power in the hands of a few 
threatened the very lives of many. 


There is a legend in American folklore that points 


up two different kinds of threats man faced in the 
Industrial Revolution. It is the legend of John Henry. 
It springs from the time when the Industrial Revolu- 
tion in the railroad industry finally reached the 
frontiers where the "steel driving men" were laying

track. According to the legend John Henry not only 
felt that his job was threatened by the steam hammer, 
he felt his self-identity was threatened. He felt that 
if a machine could beat him at what he could do best, 
he was nothing. So he challenged the steam hammer 
to a race and, after a heroc struggle, "he died with 
the hammer in his hand." 


Now it very well may be that the computer revolu- 


tion marks another time when the threats and the 
moral challenge posed by social change have reached 
heroic proportions. The Brothers Four have applied 
their critical imagination to the problem and they 
have come up with the following legend. 


John Henrv. as a little child, decides to become a 


"thinking man." So he picks up a slide rule and a 
book on mathematics and goes off to school to study 
thinking. After graduating he goes out into the busi- 
ness world and gets a job thinking for a large cor- 
poration. Things go very well until one day an effi- 
ciency expert from M.I.T. persuades John Henry's 
boss that John Henry's job as well as the jobs of 400 
others could be eliminated by computerizing the in- 
dustry. According to the efficiency expert, thinking 
men are on their way out. 


Now the expert said to John Henry: 
"I'm gonna bring me a computer roun'. 
I'm gonna bring me a computer and electronic 


brain: 


Cybernetics gonna put the answer down; 
Computers help to keep the payroll down." 
Now the man who invented the computer 
Was from a place called MIT. 
Well, he punched out cards and tapes by the 


yards 


Hummin' "Nearer My God to Thee," 
Hummin' "Nearer My God to Thee." 
Now, John Henry said to the inventor: 
"Oh, your tubes don't mean a damn. 
All your wires and your circuits: they are just 


a modern quirkus— 


Never ever gonna beat a thinkin' man, 
They are never gonna beat a thinkin' man." 
So it was proposed that John Henry and the com- 


puter have a race. The inventor punched out a card 
for the computer and the race was on. 


John Henry started in thinkin1 


'Til his head glowed cherry red. 
There was smoke from his ears, and his eyes 


poured tears, 


And he thunk 'til his brain dropped dead- 
Think, thank, thunk— 
Thunk 'til his brain dropped dead. 
They took John Henry to the bug-house, 
But still his legend grows. 
Now, please don't get us wrong: 
There's a moral to this song; 
Don't ever doubt the thinkin' power of men; 
But, on the other hand. 
Don't ever sell your stock in IBM. 


As I see it, then, the computer revolution presents 


us with two salient moral challenges: one immediate, 
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"Man and the Machine." a symposium which considered the impact of rapid 


technological change upon the human being, was presented as a highlight of the 
Lawrence University Alumni College held in June of this year. 


Participants were John M. Stanley, instructor in religion; J. Bruce Bracken- 


ridge, associate professor of physics, and Harold K. Schneider, associate pro- 
fessor of anthropology. All are members of the Lawrence University faculty. 


So important are the topics considered during the symposium, that the edit- 


ors of the Sunday Post-Crescent decided to share the three talks with VIEW 
readers.

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the other a long-run challenge. The immediate chal- 
lenge is the challenge to adjust \\ith a minimum 
amount of human misery to the tremendous changes 
in the social and economic fabric of our society 
wrought by automation in industry. The long-run 
challenge is the challenge to reformulate in the light 
of the results of the computer revolution man's un- 
derstanding of what man is. Let's look first at the 
immediate moral challenge. 


The problem here has been given the name 


"technological unemployment." What is technological 
unemployment? From one point of view it is what 
happens to you when you don't have a job-because a 
machine is doing what you had previously clone. In 
this sense of the word there have been a lot of people 
v,ho have found themselves "technologically unem- 
ployed" over the past few years- for example, book- 
keepers in banks and insurance companies 
ticket 


sellers in Penn Station, workers in manufacturing 
industries \\ho have been replaced 
by transfer 


machines. 


Increased Demand 


But mass technological unemployment does not 


exist today. One might well ask why. Why haven't 
these extraordinary machines caused tremendous 
unemployment already as the machines of the Indus- 
trial Revolution did? 1 think there are two reasons 
The first is increased demand. The tremendous in- 
crease m demand for all kinds of consumer goods 
Irom second cars to electric toothbrushes and electric 
tan openeis has been the child of a more equal dis- 
tribution of vvealth and a broadly-based buying power. 
This increased demand has enabled the manufactur- 
ing industries to increase their output sufficiently to 
absorb technological innovation ubile keeping the 
employment level steady. 


The second reason automation has not already 


produced mass unemployment is that the rate of 
automation in industry has been relative!} slow. If it 
had not been, even the increased demand for con- 
sumer goods might not have been sufficient to absorb 
technological innovation without producing mass un- 
employment. This slow rate of automation has been 
the result of two factors. ( 1 ) the tremendous capital 
expense involved in automation—especially in com- 
puterization, and (2) the resistance from'unions to 
technological unemployment 


Programs Needed 


The problem \\e have at the present is not one of 


"technological 
unemployment" 
but 
••technological 


"dislocation. The problm at present is hou to get 
the bookkeepers and miners \\ho are put out of jobs 
by technological innovations into new jobs that are 
waiting for them in other industries We are properly 
and wisely meeting this problem with iclocation and 
retraining programs—some sponsored by the indus- 
tries themselves, some by governmental agencies. We 
need more of both to keep ahead of this growing 
problem. 


Retraining and relocating programs alone, how- 


ever, are not going to be enough. For the time is 
very close when the problem will not be merely tech- 
nological dislocation, but genuine technological un- 
employment. I think that this will be so for three 
reasons. 


• First, the restrictions on the rate of introduc- 


tion of automation to industry cannot last. The cost 
restriction cannot last because cost-reducing tech- 
nological innovations in the electrical industry will 
make even sophisticated electrical equipment avail- 
able at reduced rates Moreover, the effect of the re- 
sistance from unions will diminish because unions 


don't exist in the services where computerization is 
just getting started. 


• Secondly, the population boom is just now hit- 


ting the labor market. This results in a tremendous 
increase in the labor force. From 1960-1970 it is esti- 
mated that the "young labor force" (14-24 years) 
will have increased over 6 million—this in compari- 
son to one-half million from 1950-1960. 


• The third reason that I think genuine tech- 


nological unemployment is not far off is that I think 
there are limits to consumer demand—at least to 
the consumer 
demand of manufactured goods. I 


think that there are limits to how many cars and 
color TV sets a family can want And I think there 
are limits to the extent to \\hich advertising can 
continue to create an artificial demand. 


Some, of course, think that the solution to this 


growing problem lies in the increasing of leisure time. 


If we increase the leisure time of our labor force 
while keeping total output at the same level, we de- 
crease output per man and therefore increase total 
employment. The increased buying power of the 
previously unemployed maintains consumer demands 
at the same time that the trend toward technological 
unemployment is reduced 


I suspect that from a purely economic viewpoint 


this solution would work, though I am somewhat 
skeptical about increased leisure being the great boon 
to mankind that some think it is. But if the moral 
challenge is indeed to find that course of action which 
minimizes human misery and maximizes the sense of 
dignity and possibility for creative growth of all indi- 
viduals there is another solution to the threat of mass 
technological unemployment that I think we should 
consider—a solution that is more ethical than the in- 
creasing of leisure time both in itself and in its by- 
products. 


I think Robert Heilbroner has put it best in his 


article in the 40th Anniversary Issue of The Smuidaij 
Review. 


That (solution) is to find a new frontier of 


employment to take the place of the disappear- 
ance of the service sector, the last great expan- 
sive area of private employment. America cries 
out for work to be done. The cities, ugly and rot- 
ten, must be rebuilt. The schools, still fearfully 
inadequate to their all-important task, must be 
expanded. The recreational space of the nation, 
cramped and undermanned, must be enlarged, 
th« growing numbers of the old must be given 
homes, even villages, with nurses and compan- 


Ions. The public safety and the public con- 
venience, both shockingly neglected in America, 
must be attended to. And not least, the poor must 
be guided out of their poverty and, where that is 
not possible, at least given the dignity of ade- 
quate support. 


So there is no dearth of wants, no satiety of 


needs, no lack of work that might be done. But 
—and this is the crucial thing—all these wants 
and needs and employments will have to be initi- 
ated and financed and supported by the public 
sector. These are not goods or services that the 
market can provide. They are, without excep- 
tion, matters that the community will provide 
through its public agencies, or that the com- 
munity will not have.

So much for the immediate challenge. Now let's 


turn to the long-run challenge: what can be said to 
the man who feels his self-identity challenged by 
the computer revolution? This problem is, of course, 
not a new one. Man has faced challenges of this 
sort before. The Copernican Revolution forced man 
to face the fact that machines could do better than 
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toTc? H^f T 
f 
h<LIndustriaI Revolution forced man 
to fact the fact that machines could do better 
what he had theretofore thought was a unique func- 
tion or man (e.g., weaving rugs). In each case man 
took refuge elsewhere. He found in some other of 


s functions the sine qua non which defined his 


humanity. In the computer revolution, however one 
of man s oldest and one of his favorite self-concep- 
tions is being challenged: namely, the idea that his 
uniqueness is that he is the thinking animal the 
rational animal, the decision-making animal. 


If now computers can be built and programmed 


that can do better than man a high percentage of 
what has heretofore passed as human thinking man 
may begin to wonder what man is and where ins 
uniqueness is to be found. 


The first thing that should be said is that the 


reason man feels his self-identity challenged bv a 
thinking machine is that for the past 200 years' he 
has been defining himself as a thinking machine 
His models for explaining what man is have been 
increasingly mechanistic and reductionist*; apparent- 
ly he believed them. I happen to think he was partly 
right, but only party right. Much of what man is can 
most fruitfully be looked on as mechanical, but much 
of what he is cannot. Much of his thought can be 
reduced to algebra, but much of his "thought" can- 
not. 


It seems to me that it should not come as a great 


surprise to man that machines can be built that can 
do better than he those of his functions that are 
mechanistic. Insofar as what man does with his mind 
can be reduced to algebra, the part of his mind 
that he does it with can best be thought of as a cal- 
culator. It should be not at all surprising that a big- 
ger calculator can be built that can do that particu- 
lar mathematical calculation better than that part

of his mind. But all of what man does with his mind 
cannot be reduced to algebra. Man does other than 
logical and rational things with his mind. He worries 
He becomes anxious. He forms friendships. He loves 
He responds to beautiful music and drama He makes 
value judgments I could go on presenting countless 
examples of these non-rational aspects of man- the 
feeling that it is a beautiful morning, the ability to 
w rite satire in the form of a folk song ballad ' the 
ability to laugh at oneself and—perhaps most 'rele- 
\ant in terms of the present discussion—the ability 
to feel threatened. 


This feeling of anxiety over whether or not one 


is more than a machine is certainly a feeling that a 
machine cannot duplicate. I was tempted to speak 
to tins whole second problem in just one Descartes- 
like sentence: you feel threatened and anxious: there- 
fore you are more than a machine. No, I don't think 
that man is just an extremely clever machine. 


Nor do I think that machines are threatening to 


de\elop into what man is. Man has always gotten 
himself into trouble by defining himself as just this 
or just that. Man is not just anything. He is a marvel- 
ously complex being—essentially and ultimately mys- 
terious. Several of his aspects are more understand- 
able than others. One of his most marvelous aspects 
can be understood best by rational and mechanical 
models I happen to think that another of his aspects 
can be best understood by categories of "mystic 
thought" perhaps known to modern world through 
Martin Buber's concept of I-thou relations. How many 


more aspects of man theie ;-re Cod only knows. 


In short. I would agree with the Brothers Four

Poverty is Legacy 


Of Hunted Tribe

It was the year 1634 when Jean Nicolet, agent 


for Governor Champlain, brought his men to Wis- 
consin and came in contact with the Winnebago In- 
dians. 


The journals kept by these men tell of the fierce- 


ness of the Winnebago warriors and of their crafti- 
ness in battle. They tell of the hard-working women 
and of the marriages that took place between some 
of the Frenchmen and the beautiful Indian girls. 


The fur-trading between the two groups, while 


giving the Indian many useful items such as cloth

and cooking utensils made of iron, and otherwise 
bringing him out of the Stone Age atmosphere in 
which he had been living for centuries, also led to 
his downfall. 


]t wasn't long before whole families abandoned 


thor rich gardens and hunting grounds to go on the 
fur-trails, only to find upon returning that white men 
were occupying their land. 


Although all Indian tribes have suffered depriva- 


tions since the advent of the white man to this coun- 
try, probably none has suffered more than the Winne- 
bago tribe. 


The Indians were settled primarily in eastern 


central, and southern Wisconsin for centuries until 
through various treaties, they were deprived 'of all 
their lands and there was no place they could call 
their own. 


These treaties. 13 in all, v\ere responsible for the 


tribe's being forced to leave their land six times 
and being driven through four states before they were 
allowed to settle permanently. During these years of 
constant uprooting, approximately 5000 Winnebago 
Indians perished, leaving less than 2500 survivors 
Disease, starvation, freezing and the frequently bru- 
tal handling by their white oppressors, were respon- 
sible for these deaths. 


The 1829 Treaty of Prairie du Chien stipulated 


that in return for S30.000 in goods, all their lands 
in the approximate area bounded by Prairie du Chien, 
Portage. Rockford, III., and Davenport, Iowa, were to 
be ceded to the U. S. government. It was also stipu- 
lated that in addition to the goods, the government 
was to deliver to the agencies at Prairie du Chien 
and Fort Winnebago (about five miles northeast of 
Portage) 3.000 pounds of tobacco and 50 barrels cf 
salt annually for 30 years. 


Three years later, the Treaty of 1832, caused 


them to lose their lands in the approximate area 
bounded by Rockford, 111., Portage and Green Bay. 


However, the worst treaty, from the viewpoint 


of the Wmnebagocs. \\as the Treaty of 1837. in which 
the government demanded that the Indians cede all 
of their land east of the Mississippi River. The people 
begged to be allowed to remain, but their pleas were 
)ngored. Their chief. Yellow Thunder, was put in 
chains at Portage and the whole tribe moved to the 
reservation at Turkey River. Iowa. 


As time went by. they became accustomed to 


reservation life to the extent of building wigwams 
and cultivating land. They had their gardens again 
and life began to take on its old familiar pattern. 


The constancy of peaceful existence was not to 


be so easily kept, however, as in 1846. they were 
uprooted again, this time to Long Prairie/Minn., 
where they again rebuilt their homes. For nine years 
they \\eie left in peace, but the white men "were 


again demanding the rich soil cf the Indian farms, 
so in 1855 they were moved to Blue Earth, Minn. 
This time they were promised a permanent home. 


Five years after they moved to Blue Earth, their 


wheat fields were the envy of the surrounding set- 
tlers. Wigwams had been largely replaced by con- 
ventional houses, and the Indians had again become 
settled. When the Civil War broke out. one-sixth of 
the Indian men enlisted in the army. They had be- 
come the traditional "solid citizen". 


Many upscrupulous persons had their eyes on the 


Indian lands by then, so when the Sioux went on 
the warpath and carried out their deadly massacres, 
the excuse came to incite the people of the white 
settlement and have the Indians removed. It was 
1863. and the "permanent homes forever" had lasted 
barely eight years. 


The Indian people were crowded together on 


steamboats without notice, and then taken to the 
Crow Creek Reservation on the banks of the Mis- 
souri river. They were set down upon the sandy river 
bank to exist on land that white men had long ago 
given up trying to survive upon. 


Thus the time came for the big decision. Should 


they stay there and starve or run away and take 
their chances? Some of them took the chance of run- 
ning away, made dug-out canoes from willow trees, 
and floated down the river to the Nebraska settle- 
ment, which a few years later was made into an 
official reservation. Others started "home" to Wis- 
consin. 


By 1873. the government had become aware of 


the fact that there were again Winnebago Indians 
living on their former lands. They were to be driven 
or carried away, but the land was to be cleared of 
the Indians. 


And so during the cold or winter, the troops rode 


into the villages, herded the people together and 
drove them away. One family heard what was hap- 
pening in time to hide along the Mississippi river 
banks, another was so isolated that it was missed 
entirely, but the rest of the tribe were started back 
to Nebraska. Children who had wandered away from 
the camps before the soldiers arrived hid and were 
left behind, infants were overlooked in the melee and 
left to freeze. The count taken of those who died on 
the way to the reservation and immediately after ar- 
riving reached 250. 


Few provisions had been made for the arrival of 


these hostages of the government, so again the choice 
had to be made. There were some who again worked 
stealthily to make the canoes and slip away down the 
Missouri to River's Mouth Place (St. Louis) and then 
back up the Mississippi river to Prairie du Chien, 
then on to La Crosse and over the hills to the sand 
and jack pine of the Black River Falls area. They 
traveled by night to avoid being seen, hiding at the 
first sight of a white man until they reached this 
land where no one ever came. 


Again word reached the government officials that 


the Winnebago Indians were back in Wisconsin and 
again the order went out to remove them. Before it 
could be carried out. the order was rescinded. Public 
opinion was running high against their removal, and 
the officials decided to wait. 


To save face, the government issued an order that 


the Indians be allowed to homestead 40 acres of land 
in return for giving up all rights to the Nebraska 
reservation. This they were glad to do. 


Poverty has in the most part been their curse ever 


since. By one method or another, many of the people 
lost their land to whites. Now few Indians own any 
land at all.

At the age of eight, she moved with her 
family to Clark County. After attending schools in 
the central part of the state, she married Donald

1947. They hved there until Dec. 1. 1961, when thev 
came to Oshkosh. 
The Hagies have two children 


Bruce, 14 and Sandra. 9. 


Mrs. Hagie's ancestors came to the United States 


dm ing the middle part of the 18th century, so she 
says that she always felt the lack of knowing more 
about what life was like in other countries, and this 
quest for knowledge has led to many years of studv 
of other nationalities and cultures. When her mar 
riage brought her in contact with the Winnebago 
Indians, her interest in them led to meeting and 
making friends among the members of the tribe. 


The 15 years she lived in the Dells Dam settle- 


ment and the 
recent upheavals during the 
Civil 


Rights demonstrations prompted Mrs. Hagie to write 
these articles with the hope that better understand- 
ing of races will bring more complete understanding 
of each other. She says, "Although approached to 
join m demonstrations, the Winnebago Indians have 
said 'No.' They are getting what they want and need 
through their own efforts with dignity and pride." 


Mrs. Hagie's sources of information were the writ- 


ings of the Indians' beloved "Mr. Ben," the Rev 
Benjamin Stucki who died in 1961; materials now in 
the possession of the State Historical Society, aged 
pictures and newspaper clippings from private col- 
lections; the scrapbooks kept by the Banner-Journal 
Weekly, Black River Falls, and personal interviews 
with welfare directors, doctors, law enforcement offi- 
cials of several counties and the Indian people them- 
selves. 


Future articles will deal with the Winnebago In- 


dians' handicraft and food; housing; education, and 
burial practices.

The Telephone Hour is the oldest continuous mu- 


sical program on the air. It started on NBC Radio 
April 20, 1940, and on television Jan. 12, 1959. Top 
musical stars have been presented during the entire 
period, with Donald Voorhees as conductor since the 
first show. 


Since 1940, Vcorhees has led the 57-piece orches- 


tra in more than 1,000 performances. 


Vorhees, who was only 22 when he broadcast his 


first musical program from the stage of the Earl Car- 
roll Theatre in New York, was at that time already a 
veteran of five years en Broadway. In his long asso- 
ciation with the program Voorhees has missed only 
five broadcasts. Four of these were in 1944 when the 
program originated in Hollywood. 


"Television is entertainment . . . recreation/' says 


Vcorhees of the medium with which he has been 
associated for six years. "As long as you present mu- 
sic that is entertainment, you'll have listeners. And 
*>y that I mean all music, from Beethoven to Bru- 
beck.

Sixty-nine years ago, in a little-known community in Alaska, the news of the day was 


a fair sample of what food prices can be-if demand exceeds supply badly enough. But 
then Alaska has seen a goodly share of extremes.

ing purchased from Russia for S7,200,000-which figures out, I'm told to abouf 2 "eS 
an acre. That's one extreme. And few Americans were very interested except to make 
sarcastic comments like "Seward's Folly" or SewanTs Ice-Box", because William Hen- 
ry Seward had pushed successfully for Alaska's purchase. 


Then gold was found in the Canadian Klondike in 18%, and attitudes toward Alaska 


changed overnight. During the next two years, the influx of people into Alaska created 
ihe turmoil of economics known as the Gold Rush. What kind of economics? Because 


oi shipping distance from ports like Seattle and San Francisco, prices even today on 
certain foodstuffs are high in Alaska-by stateside standards. But nothing like bs-k i" 
Sept. 5, 1896. That was the day in Circle City. Alaska, that a shipment of beef became 
available to the buying public—at $48 a pound. 


Today's stamp illustration shows an awareness of the need for Alaska to produce 


some of its own food requirements. It's the 1937 Alaska Publicity issue. In the fore- 
ground of the design can be seen a lone farmer plowing the land while across a Jake 
can be seen the snow capped slopes of Mt. McKinley, highest peak in iNorth America. 


The fertile soil of the Matanuska valley has proved Alaska can produce substantial 


amounts of its own groceries. And even though the gold is still up there, notions of 
getting rich quick have changed. A good, honest laborer of Alaska today certainly 
wouldn't want to see a return of the "good old days" if what is meant is how it was in 
1896.

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Most Appleton Land First Owned by Speculators

Except for three land holdings settled by the two 


fur traders, Hippolyte Grignon and Jean Baptiste 
Benoit, and pioneer Burr S. Craft, all the property 
along the river of what is now Apple- 
ton was bought first by land specu- 
lators who never lived here. 


This was not an unusual beginning 


for a city, most new towns throughout 
the middle west started in similar man- 
ner. As the frontier of the young na- 
tion began to push westward, Indian 
lands first became federal property by 
treaty. Then on the heels of the fed- 
Mackesy 


eral surveyors came the purchases of land tracts by 
businessmen who hoped to sell sites at a profit to the 
eager and opportunity-hungry pioneers who came 
west to build the factories, towns and farm lands of 
the future. Sometimes, as in the case of many an 
Outagamie county pioneer, the settlers reached the 
more remote land sections before the speculator and 
ilius bought their properly direct from the govern- 
ment land office. 


The two earliest settlers were men of French- 


Canadian descent who had spent their entire lives in 
wilderness country. They followed the fur trade in 
earlier years as often did their fathers and their fam- 
ily histories go way back through the British period 
nnd into that era when all of Wisconsin uas once a 
part of the huge, lucrative fur empire of Ne\v France. 


Grignon, Benoit 


Ilippolyte or Paul Grignon uas the first to arrive. 


He and his large family lived at the now W. Cedar 
.S'recl location of his homestead down along the 
.'iverbank He had brought his \\ife. Lisette. and their 
t\\o eldest childien from Green Bay in 1835. 


Benoit and his wife, Josette. in 1843 were living 


m a clearing near the present north end of Memorial 
Drue bridge. The land patents of both these men 
-u'ie registered in 1845 with the United States gov-

Federal Surveys

A Chicago real estate dealer of note. Walter L. 


V\\ berry, bought most of the land south of the Fox 


>n 1835 and 1836. His holdings totalled more than a 
thousand acres, including two miles of shoreline and 
;he Grand Chute island. The other main purchaser 
uas Milwaukeean Joshua Hathaway. Jr., in 1835. 


The river property along the north bank passed 


entirely into private hands by 1846. two years after 
'he federal survey. Amos A. Lawrence, who helped 
Sound Lawrence Institute, owned several tracts of land 
between the site of Appleton and DePere and later 
pin chased the Meade tract which became the nucleus 
"f i he village of Appleton. 


•Tohn F. Meade, who was from Green Bay, owned 


•almost a quarter section in 1846 and his brother-in- 
]'--\\. George W. Lawe of Kaukauna bought the land 
cast of Meade. J. V. Suydam. S. L. Martin and C. D. 
Siijdam. none of them settlers, also owned river prop- 
em at about this time. 


These purchases marked the first stages of land 


ownership that led to the platting of the three original 
villages which became the one incorporated village 


of Appleton in 1853. By 1849 nearly all the land that 
now comprises the city was sold. The owners of the 
growing village of Grand Chute or Martin, near the 
present courthouse, were then Morgan L. Martin, 
Green Bay, A. B. Bowen, and Theodore Conkey, the 
latter a surveyor for the federal government who 
settled and became a pioneer leader in the later 
Appleton. 


Settler Stage 


By this time the tide of ownership of land away 


from the river front was turning to the settler stage, 
bought by men who had come to make their homes 
here. Bela B. Murch and his wife had located just 
west of the present city limits near the river. Ezra 
L. Thurber had built his cabin in the spring of 1848 
north of the Grignon land, buying the land a year 
later. 


Seven and perhaps more of the 12 land buyers in 


1849 became settlers. Among those who became a 
part of the pioneer community, settling down to stay. 
were Charles Wolcott. Asa B. Randall, Julius S. Buck: 
William II. Sampson, Seth W. Fitch. George W. Gregg 
or Grieg and Josephus B. Holmes. 


The late Dr. William F. Raney. state historian of 


note and for many years head of the Lawrence history 
department, made an intensive study of the early 
land ownership of Appleton. It is from his research 
that the story of land ownership and the changes in 
land values become clear. 


Comparative Values 


In an article written in Applelon in 1929 for the 


Wisconsin Magazine of History, Dr. Raney pointed 


out that land in what is now Appleton sold for $1.25 
an acre when it was offered for sale by the govern- 
ment. River frontage nearly tripled in price within a 
few years, according to land sales of the period. Prop- 
erty about two miles north of the river, purchased 
from the government for the usual $1.25 an acre in 
1848, sold in 1854 for $3 and $4 an acre. In 1860 this 
same land, unplatted and without improvements, was 
assessed at $10 an acre. 


In 1854 a building lot east of the college library, 


Raney said, was valued between $30 and $50, but in 
Grand Chute the lots were a little cheaper, in the $8 
to $20 range. In the business district between Oneida 
and Morrison Streets, vacant lots were assessed in 
1854 at $100. The entire block, including the build- 
ings, was worth $4,605. 


Geared to Economy 


Land vr-lues played an important part in frontier 


life and the growth of communities. In many cases it 
WPS the land investor, either in the spot or away, 
who took on the burden of platting the village, laying 
out streets and even encouraging the erection of 
schools, colleges and grist mills to the point of giving 
financial or land assistance. It represented progress 
for the town, but it also was a constructive means of 
attracting settlers to the new location. 


"For many decades," Dr Raney stated in his 1949 


article, "one of the greatest factors in economic life 
here ard throughout the Middle West was the rise 
in land values It was the practice of the day for the 
man with capital, or with access to borrowing, to buy 
early and live on the rise in value. Those who came 
late thus supported those who preceded them."1

Foster Grandparents 


On paper President Johnson's proposal 


for a new type of anti-poverty program, 
that of hiring the aged poor as foster 
grandparents for neglected and retarded 
children, is a good one. How it works out

attitudes of the foster grandparents. 


Sociologists have long noted that the 


old role of the grandparent in the home 
has almost disappeared from the American 
scene. Xo longer does the grandmother 
live with her married daughter or son and 
help bring up her grandchildren. Baby 
sitters take her place and she is instead 
sent off to a home for

elderly 


sometimes at her own wish to be relieved 
of responsibilities, sometimes because the 
young people don't want to be bothered 
with another generation. There are losers 
all around in this trend, especially the 
children of the third generation. 


The President's plan would not change

The 
most pitiable are the children, born into a 
terror they do not understand and they 
certainly do not deserve. 


Our officials in Viet Nam have believed 


in the past that any activities for the 
refugees, except for the work of private 
agencies, should be channeled through the 
government of Viet Nam with United 
States assistance being given as requested. 
But there are reports that the number of 
refugees is much greater than the figures 
quoted by the Saigon government. There 
appears to be less concern among the 
official Vietnamese over the plight of the 
refugees than in America. 


Private agencies, including the Interna- 


tional Refugee Committee, are expected to 
spend about $8.5 million this year but the 
figure is sure to go up if contributions are 
available.

A democracy 
may simply be defined as a 
government of men, a system 
in which the majority selects 
their ruler who then rules by 
decree. 
The weakness 
of a 


democracy is that the ruling 
faction, the majority perhaps, 
may impose its decrees on the 
minority, and the decrees may 
change with each new admin- 
istration. The historical demo- 
cracies, such as Athens after 
the "Laws of Solon" were no 
longer observed and the Rom- 
an Empire after the return of 
the emperors about 50 B.C., 
failed because their democra- 
cy led to monocracy, chaos 
and eventually dictatorship.

Fall Is In the Air, 
It's In the Looks of 
Things, Sounds, Smells

Fall comes early near the lake. By the latter part of 


August we can notice the change, in the looks of things, 
the sounds, even the smells and just, what we say, unable 


to explain it further—"something in the 
air." 


We notice it first in the chill in the 


early morning and after the sun has set. 
The sun is \vith us a shorter time and we 
sleep later. Riding after supper, we are 
caught by the darkness down by the lake 
and far from the barn and must let the 
horses nose their way back through the

black woods. A swim after these evening 


rides is no longer quite as enjoyable. The water that was 
warm long after dark in July has the chill of the depths 
in late August. 


There is an almost overpowering ripeness in the 


fields and orchards. The apples are still green but they 
hang heavy on the branches. The milkweed are in their 
purple bloom and a few Monarch butterflies have al- 
ready flown from their woven homes under the milkweed 
leaves. Goldenrod, Queen Anne's Lace. Brown Eyed Su- 
sans. Asters and Loosestrife fill the fields. The flower 
colors have changed from the delicate violet, pale yellow 
and pure white of the spring and early summer to deep 
yellows, purples and orange. The borders of the woods 
are crowded with Jewelweed in bloom and the seed pods 
just at their bursting point. Grain in the nearly fields 
is golden and quietly waving. Everywhere there is a 
feeling of waiting. 


The woods seem to have passed their peak of matur- 


ity. The trees are still green and heavy with foliage but 
they seem to droop although we have had plenty of rain 
this summer. Here and there part of an elm is turning 
yellow or a maple red. The cedars which browned in last 
winter's violent weather are still touched with rust. Along 
the paths the outer leaves of thimbleberry bushes are 
curling and turning brown and already the Selfheal flow- 
ers and leaves have withered and dried. The raspberries 
and thimbleberries are gone but the black caps are just 
now turning from green to a rich, deep, purplish black. 
The berries of deadly nightshade are still green but here 
and there one is turning its lurid red. 


But perhaps the biggest change which comes suddenly 


is in the sounds. We no longer hear the Song Sparrow's 
trill or the Veery. The Cardinal which has been with us 
all summer still throws out his whatcheercheercheercheer 
in the early morning and there are chickadees twittering 
in the cedars. But for the most part the birds are silent 
with only an occasional plaintive call from the dark woods 
or a killdeer trying to gather her racing brood on the 
beach in the evening. The birds' songs have been re- 
placed by the insect hum, louder each afternoon, droning 
at the end of the day. We never realize when the insect 
strumming begins in a summer: all of a sudden we 
realize we have been hearing it for days. 


There is a spiciness in the air that is just beginning 


to be noticed in the sweetness of smells in late summer. 
Overripe fruit decaying in the deep grass, woodfires in 
cottages in the chiil evenings, blend in with the sharp 
rather than cloying odors of late summer blooms. There 
is a touch too now of pine and cedar which somehow in 
the early summer seemed to have no smell at all. 


Cottage living is so much closer to the changes of 


season than that of the city. But already at the end of 
August we are beginning to close doors against the night, 
and the morning fire in the grate is welcome indeed.

Crystal- Veined Anthurium Is One 
Of Choicest Plants Now Available 
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BY KATHERINE B. WALKER 


One of the choicest foliage plants available today 


is the Crystal-veined Anthurium, A. crystallinutn. 
This plant has very large, heart-shaped leaves of a 
lovely deep green that looks like velvet. The strik- 
ing feature of the leaves, as you might guess from the 
common name, is the veins, which are a glistening, 
sparkly, silver-white; the coloration extends outward 
from the veins in an irregular band, contrasting 
sharply with the dark background. 


A small plant of A. crystallinum may not look 


like much to you. When I first got my present speci- 
men, it had only two leaves, the larger one a scant 
three inches long. The plant has unfurled four more 
leaves since then, the most recent one now measur- 
ing well over ten inches; as the plant continues to 
grow, the leaves may be expected to grow to nearly 
two feet in length. 


While most indoor gardeners try to develop a 


symmetrical plant. I prefer to have my anthurium 
lop-sided, as this makes a better display. Placed 
against a wall or in a corner, the leaves will all face 
outward toward the light source, forming a lovely 
picture of overlapped leaves. Anthuriums cannot 
stand direct sunlight, and need only fairly strong 
light to do their best. Their primary need is for 
loose, rich, easily-drained soil and ample moisture, 
both at their roots and in the air. Pot them in pure 
humus or peatmoss, or in a \er\ peaty loam, keep 
the soil evenly moist, and provide a reservoir of 
water beneath the pot so that they may draw up 
additional water if it is needed. A daily spraying with 
a fine, misty stream of water will encourage more 
rapid growth; it will also help the leaves to unfurl 
without blemishes. Dry air often causes the new 
leaves to crack along the edges; being bruised before 
they are mature will also cause imperfections. If 
unsightly brown spots develop in spite of all your 
care, they may be trimmed off with sharp scissors. 


As your anthurium grows, it will appreciate regu- 


lar liquid feedings. If you can obtain long-strand 
sphagnum moss, drape this around the stem to cover 
the roots that form at each node, and pour some of 
the plant food over the moss as well as applying it 
to the soil. With a warm, shaded place, ample water 
and plenty of nourishment, your anthurium will soon 
become the loveliest plant in your home.

Chocolate Milkshake Ideal Food 
For Astronauts on Long Flights

DAYTON, Ohio (AP)-A chocolate milkshake may 


not be what an astronaut would order if he had his 
choice, but it may be |usl what the doctors order to 
keep him healthy on a flight. 


Scientists at the medical research laboratoiy of 


Wright-Patterson Air Force 
P>ase aie enthusiasts 


about the souped-up milkshake as food for long space 
trips, such as a journey to the moon. 


The spaceman's milkshake doesn't look—ot taste 


—much like one from the corner malt shop 


It's actually more like melted ice cream and is 


related to the milk-product drinks which have gained 
favor as weight-watching aids. 


The space formula is richer, though—it would 


take 15 malt cups of a conur.ercial diet drink to 
provide the 2,700 calories a day a spaceman can get 
with four cups of the more powerful drink. 


So far the space milk is offered in four flavors 


—and four college students who drank it for three 
weeks agreed that chocolate was the favorite. Cherry 
and vanilla were least liked. Strawberry ranked sec- 
ond. 


The four volunteers pronounced the liquid diet 


"tolerable." but not good. 


An astronaut given a choice of the liquid diet or 


frozen dehydrated food would take the dehydrated 
diet every time, researchers said. 


But Dr. Alton Prince, chief of the biospeciaity 


branch who supervised testing of the liquid formula, 
and Lt. Keith Smith, his Air Force aide, see many 
advantages in the liquid diet over dehydrated food. 


The liquid formula is lighter and takes less pre-

cious space in a capsule. There's no storage problem 
because it doesn't need heating or refrigeration be- 
fore serving. 


A bigger adxantage, to the doctors, is the diet 


control it provides. 


An astronaut on liquid formula "gets a little bit 


of everything he's supposed to with every sip." says 
Dr. Jrince. With dehydrated food, he has to eat every- 
thing on the menu to get the proper balance of nu- 
trients. Doctors can't be sure he'll eat everything he's 
supposed to. 


With dehydrated food, too, an astronaut must 


drink a certain amount of liquid. The liquid diet con- 
trols this factor, too. 


The National Aeronautics and Space Administra- 


tion had the liquid formula cie\eloped. 
Dr. Prince. With dehydrated food, he has to eat evcry- 
ents and acceptability, to any commercial drinks re- 
searchers tested seeking a suitable formula. 


During testing, volunteers are given four cups, 


carefully mixed to insure each gets the ^ame amount 
each time, every day. 


Of the first four to try the liquid diet, two gained 


weight and two lost. 


The laboratory here, a joint NASA-Air Force 


project, has no control over use of its findings. 


But Lt. Smith said planners of the two-man orbital 


flights scheduled under Project Gemini are inter- 
ested. 


The Gemini capsule lacks room for food and wa- 


ter storage, he says, and its planners are interested 
in trying a combination of liquid diet and dehydrated 
food on some of the two-man trips.

easily-drained soil. Water only when the surface of 
the soil feels dry.

Its locomotive is a wood-burner converted to use oil as fuel. 


The baggage car contains horse stalls, a telegraph room, crew's quarters and stor- 


age space for a balloon featured in the story. 


Location Site 


The train was leased from Paramount Studios and arrangements were made for a 


semipermanent location site to film the railroad sequences. 


This is a spur track leased from the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway sys- 


tem. The track is located amidst the semiarid hills near Helmel, Calif. 


"The Santa Fe rolled our train the 70 miles out there from Los Angeles in June," 


says producer Fred Freiberger. "The first two days' shooting on the series were at the 
location. 


"That was for an episode titled 'The Greatest Train Robbery,' by Stephen KandeJ, 


one of several writers we are using on the show." 


Crucial sequences of the action take place on. over, under and around the train 


during succeeding weeks. Even the pool balls and cues become unconventional weap- 
ons. 


Producer Fred Freiberger, long-time motion picture and television writer, produced 


Ben Casey and was an executive consultant on Slattery's People. He has written 33 fea- 
ture films, and more than 100 television plays for many series. 


Richard Landau, associate producer, is a veteran writer for movies and television, 


and was an associate producer of motion pictures for Hsmmer Films, in London.

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Let's Learn to Swim the Po pular Crawl Stroke 


BY BILL KOREK 


Today we will learn the crawl stroke, which is 


the most popular of the swimming strokes. The crawl 
is not only relaxing but is the fastest of all the swim- 
ming strokes. 


The kick for the crawl stroke is the same as that 


used in the human strokes—that is, the up and down 
movement of the legs with a minimum amount of 
bending at the knees. 


The arm stroke is very similar to the arm stroke 


used in the human stroke, except that in the crawl 
the arms are brought back for the complete length 
of the body. Instead of reaching forward again under 
the water, the hand comes out of the water and again 
enters the water directed in front of the swimmer's 


head to begin the new stroke. 


In the crawl stroke the swimmer's head remains 


in the water continually except for the breathing. 
The swimmer can breathe on whichever side he finds 
most comfortable. When the hand on the side he has 
chosen to breathe on comes back under the water just 
past his head, he turns his to the side for a breath. 
Then turning his face into the water, he exhales by 
blowing bubbles out of his mouth and again breathes 
when the elbow comes back out of the water. 


If the swimmer finds that he is having a hard 


time breathing he should go back to lesson one and 
practice blowing bubbles under water, for unless he 
is able to breathe properly he will never learn the 
stroke properly.

graphs" (Amphoto Publ., New York. $3.95). He de- 
scribes how to mount, frame and display photos in 
a vaneh ot \\a\s to enhance the walls and decorate 
innumerable objects in the home. 


Fortunately it is fashionable in modern home 


decor to hang a large number of pictures on the 
walls Of course you must exercise care in picture 
selections and in arranging appropriate groupings ac- 
cording to the particular room for which they are in- 
tended and the furniture it contains. 


Photographs can change the appearance of a 


room. Their color, framing and shape are all influ- 
ential factors. Photos can be unified by similar mat- 
ting, mounting and framing to go with the decorative 
scheme of a room. All pictures look better when they 
arc properly matted and framed. 


Hanging photos should not be a matter of im- 


pulse or hasty action. That way can lead only to 
scarred walls. Study your wall spaces and furniture 
arrangement and plan your picture groupings care- 
fully ^Perhaps you can get a large sheet of plain 
wrapping paper the size of the wall area for testing 
your picture arrangements. Put it on the floor ana 
move the framed pictures around until the grouping 
looks suitable. Transferring the final arrangement is 
easier this way. 


Though hanging photographs is usually a serious 


and dignified matter, there are occasions—and some 
rooms—where no\clty. a comic touch or off-beat 


approach is welcomed. Floyd suggests a way to im- 
part new life to a tiled old wall, hang up comic wall 
plaques! 


These are photographs carcfullx 
planned and 


posed for by members of the famih to make decora- 
tive conversation pieces, usually in pairs of framed 
plaques. The two separate pictures should ha\e some 
connection, physically or visually, of a whimsical or 
imaginative nature. 


For instance, picture two frames about two feet 


apart In the left hand photo we see a close-up of 
Father with hands in the traditional position of hoid- 
ing yarn. Mother, in the frame at right, is shown 
winding a ball of yarn. The gimmick is to connect 
the two pictures with real yarn extending from hub- 
by's hands in front of the frame and across the waif 
to wifey's hand in the other frame! 


Another example of three-dimensional "op art" 


is illustrated by author Floyd. In this case one pic- 
ture is hung above the other one. The man of the 
house is shown in the upper photo kneeling on the 
bottom edge of the picture frame, one hand dangling 
a string of yarn. The lower photo shows the family 
cat on its back, paws reaching for the spring. The 
eye-catcher here is that the string of yarn again 19 
real and connects the two separate photos. 


In these imaginative wall plaques, the figures can 


be cut out as silhouettes after the enlargements have 
been mounted on a cardboard backing. In some cases 
you can leave an arm or a leg extending over the 
irame. A hand may hold a real balloon, cigar, pen- 
nant or any other similar object to give the photo- 
graph a visual kick. 


For craftsmen handy with tools, Floyd also de- 


scribes how to make photo lampshades, placemats. 
book ends, wall murals, shadow boxes, paperweights 
and other handy household items. They all accom- 
plish the same purpose: to bring photographs out of 
hiding places so they can be seen and appreciated.

How to Live Like a Lord Without Really Trying. 


By Shepherd Mead. Simon and Schuster. $4.95. 


This, the fourth of Mead's "How to Succeed . . . 


Without Really Trying'' books, is described on the 
jacket as "a confidential manual prepared as part 
of a survival kit for Americans living in Britain." 


In it the family of one Buckley Brash is carried 


through the pitfalls and surprises of moving to Brit- 
ain, beginning with advice to the man who would 
like to be transferred there. From the germ of an 
idea that living in England would be agreeable, 
through purchase of a country estate, Brash's prog- 
ress is given in humorous detail. 


Mead, who now lives in England, says the book 


is not autobiographical, but according 1o notes at 
the end, he has been through many of the e,\pei iences 
of which he writes in the book. 


Humorous Passages 


Included are some particularly humorous pas- 


sages, describing adventures on British roads amid 
British drivers; the struggle to get workmen to do 
something between tea breaks to refurbish a country 


house; and the shock of learning that beautiful Biit- 
ish tweed suits are worn only to dig in the garden, 
not to business or social events. 


Life in British offices, and the discovery that in 


spite of taxes it is possible to make money there, 
come in for the Mead treatment. The best British 
secretaries, he says, are not always sent abroad, but 
assigned to the incoming American vice-president. A 
vice-president in England, however, does not carry 
the prestige of a director, so it is better to be made 
director or managing director lest one receive the 
second-grade biscuits and tea from a chipped cup. 


"Golf and tennis are cheap." he says, "and driv- 


ing, drinking and smoking are so expensive that your 
health is sure to improve." 


Of British television and radio he says. "In Eng- 


land the BEST PEOPLE sometimes turn on the telly. 
And you can do the same . . . The Third Program, 
on the radio, stops at nothing. . . . Do not form a 
taste for this kind of broadcasting, or you will never 
be able to return home to the healthy democratic sys- 
tem, where every program can be understood by the 
smallest child."

Ramuge. By Dudley Pope. Lippim-ott. $5.95. 
The year is 1796, and young Nicholas Ramage is 


a junior lieutenant on His Majesty's frigate Sibella, 
in the Tyrrhenian Sea. 


Unfortunately the Sibella is caught and shattered 


by one of Napoleon's battleships. Ramage finds him- 
self the senior surviving officer. By an ingenious trick 
he manages to get himself and the remaining able- 
bodied members of the crew into some small boats 
for an escape. 


His next problem is to carry out the frigate's 


original mission, to smuggle several Italian leaders— 
friendly to the English cause—off the nearby coast 
of Tuscany and get them to safety. 


It just happens that one of the Italians is the 


Marchesa di Volterra. Not the mature Marchesa he 
had once known in his boyhood, but her daughter, 
young and beautiful. 


So with only one small boat remaining under his 


command, Ramage engages in fine cloak-and-sheath- 
knife foray ashore, to establish contact. Then as a 
French patrol arrives, there is a pistol-and-cutlass 
fight and a flight into the night. But the Marchesa 
is wounded, and Ramage has to kidnap a doctor to 
attend her. 


Even ?fter the young lieutenant cannily steers 


toward another English frigate and completes his 
mission, he has to face a prejudiced naval court to 
explain all that has happened. 


The novel is well written, but toward the end the 


dizzying detail of nautical expertise and sail-handling 
becomes a little overpowering

'Gloomy Worship 
Of Absurdity 


The Love of Anxiety and Other Essays. By Charles 


Frankel. Harper. $4.50. 


Even before you reach the title essay of this 


philosopher's collection, you have a pretty good im- 
pression of where he stands and which way he is 
looking—forward. 


He begins with "Existentialism, or Cosmic Hypo- 


chondria,'' and methodically pulls apart the gloomy 
worship of absurdity which is encompassed in that 
negative system. 


Then in "The Anti-Intellectualism of the Intetec- 


1uals" he comes sturdily to the defense of reason. 
He examines, one by one, the theses of the defeatists, 
hsnd-\vringers and esthetic mysticists who question 
all rational approaches to the world's problems, and 
he attacks mightily the philosophy of irralionalism. 


By now this positivist and rationalist is warmed 


up for the essay which gives the volume its title. He 
jinds that the love of anxiety, "one of the more 
curious phenomena of our time,"' has become a whole 
culture pattern, and he isn't too happy about it. 


Fiankel gets into the continuing argument that 


C. P. Snow raised under the theme of the Two Cul- 
tures, only this author brings it down to a matter of 
science and judgment. He concludes that a little 
healthy anxiety in a devotedly analytical mind is far 
better lhan the cosmic hypochondria of existential- 
ism, and far easier to live with. 


Frankel carefully avoids the professional jargon 


of philosophy, opening out his ideas for the general 
public 
His book reads well, even though he does 


indulge in a little beard-combing in the latter part 
of the volume. 


The major essays here are the work of a yea-sayer 


who has become pretty impatient with the nay-sayers 
of Ibis world, and that makes them well worth 
reading.

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Daring Playing Will Often Risk Big 
Penalty in Making a Shutout Bid 


A conservative player makes a shutout bid only 


when his maximum loss will be 500 points. A daring 
player is willing to risk a bigger penalty. For ex- 
ample, he might open with a bid of three hearts hold- 
ing seven hearts to the queen-jack-ten and no other 
conceivable trick. He can expect to get five heart 
tricks and will be down four if doubled. 


It is safe to be so flighty because few opponents 


trust each other enough to double a shutout bid and 
make the double stick. Almost invariably an oppon- 
ent bids over the three-bid, or a double is taken out. 
As a result the flighty bidder gets away without a 
scar- and meanwhile the opponents have been robbed 
of bidding room. Clearly, if your opponents are not 
going to double, you don't need rigid 
requirements 


for your opening bid of three. 


The "optional" double is the most widely used de- 


fense against the opening bid of three. In theory, the 
doubler's partner has the option of responding to the 
double or of passing the double for penalties. In prac- 
tice it is safe to pass the double only when you have 
length and strength In the bid suit. The double is 
really a takeout double. 


When your partner has doubled an opening bid 


of three in a suit, you can usually respond in three of 
a higher suit. Your partner may pass or may be able 
to bid his own suit without getting too far overboard. 
You have been robbed of bidding room, but you may 
still have a couple of chances to get to a reasonable 
contract. 


When the opening bid is four of a suit, you have 


even less chance to find the right contract. Since it is 
very risky to respond, most experts treat the double 
o[ an opening bid of four as a penalty double. Part- 
ner may take the double out if he has an unusually 
good suit and fine distribution, but he does so at his 
own peril. If he passes, he can probably count on a 
plus score; if he bids, he may wind up with a minus 
score. 


Experienced players are sometimes tempted to 


break this rule. The double is usually based on high 
side cards rather than on trump strength, and the 
doubler's partner may prefer to use those high cards 
at a contract of his own instead of for defense against 
the opening bid.

Outdoors Wisconsin 
Teaching Children A bout Nature Is 
Aid to Youthful 'Sense of Wonder 


BY CLARA HUSSONG 


"I sincerely believe that for the child, and for the 


parent seeking to guide him, it is not half so impor- 
tant to know as to feel. Once the emotions have been 
aroused—a sense of the beautiful, the excitement of 
the new and the unknown, a feeling of sympathy, 
pity, admiration, or love—then we wish for knowl- 
edge. It is more important for the child to want to 
know than to put him on a diet of facts he is not 
ready to assimilate." 


This excerpt from Rachel Carson's forthcoming 


book "A Sense of Wonder," (Harper and Row) should 
be an inspiration for parents who would like to teach 
their children something about the outdoors, but feel 
that they are inadequate. 


No matter where you live and what your re- 


sources, the late author points out, you can instill 
the sense of wonder in children in very simple ways: 
By looking up at the stars and moving clouds; by 
listening to the wind; by feeling the rain in your face; 
and by pondering over the mysteries of growing 
things. 


Most of us live within walking or short driving 


distances of natural areas where this sense of wonder 
can be expanded. There are lakes and rivers, ponds 
and marshes, rocky outcroppings, woodlands and 
beaches where we can see. hear, smell and feel the 
wonders of nature. 


One of the best places for parents and children to 


find new sights and experiences is the Brown County 
Reforestation Camp a few miles northwest of Suaimco. 


Here you can find arbutus in blossom in late April; 


watch for deer along the woodland trails in spring, 
summer and fall; listen to the music of thrushes and 
cardinals: and get close-up views of frogs sitting on 
ivy pad in the ponds. 


The 1640 acres comprising the camp are made up 


of a variety of geographical types. There are arid, 
sandy stretches where scarcely anything but jack 
pine, sweet fern, bracken and dwarf sumach grows. 
There are moist, cool woodlands where ostrich and 
cinnamon ferns grow six feet tall. There is a little 
creek which winds through in one section, mossy 
knolls in other areas, and flowery meadows near tha 
main road. 


It was established in 1949 as a work camp for 


some of the Brown County jail inmates. Harry Barth 
was the first manager and after his death in 1951—of 
a heart attack while working with the men in the 
woods—his wife. Aurelia. took his place. 


The work of reforesting, cutting, thinning, weed-

this large, interesting area something more than a 
work camp. She loved the wilderness herself, and 
wanted other people—especially children—to see 
and love it.

But one of the uses of adversity is the encour- 


agement to search for an accommodation of prob- 
lems. I have resolved that in future years I will 
experiment with garden mulching as a protection 
against the vagaries of rainfall. I know gardeners 
who are confirmed mulching advocates, but I have 
tended to go my own way, after the fashion of my 
forebears. 


I have observed reports on the use of ground corn 


cobs, grain straw, buckwheat hulls, and even paper 
and plastic products to hold down weed growth and 
to preserve soil moisture. 


Herewith is a promise to myself to stock some of 


these materials in preparation for the next season, 
and a reminder for a report on results at another 
time.
